W. J. Murphy, Petite lake, 
said that he has received letters 
deploring the fact that he has an- 
nounced his intention to introduce 
a resolution in the next session of 
the General Assembly to legalize 
bingo for fraternal and religious 
groups. 

"The objectors, all good' people, 
are certainly entitled to their opin- 
ion the same as I am to mine," 
said Rep. W. J. Murphy. However, 
I wish to remind them that we 
have had the a~nti : gambling laws on 
our state statutes and in our consti- 
tution since we have had statehood, 
and due to these very laws we have 
had corrupted public officials down 
through our history. Yet has it 
stamped out gambling or even les- 
sened it? We all know the answer 
is an emphatic No." 

*'Do these people mean to tell me 
that bingo is any more gambling) 
than the race tracks, or insurance 
companies, or the stock market. 
Let's quit hiding our heads in the 
sand on these issues!" 

Rep. Murphy said that he pro- 
poses to offer a resolution that 
would amend Article 4 of the Con- 
stitution to allow bingo to be 
played in legal fashion as operated 
by fraternal or religious organiza- 
tions that are non-profit groups. 

"I hope to have the resolution 
spell out the manner that the legis- 
lature wouid set up the act, if ap- 
proved, so that it would be by local 
option of the people and by referen- 
dum. The people of the entire state 
can voice their approval or disap- 
proval of this amendment at the 
Ballot box. Even then it is- my in- 
tent that it would still take local ap- 
proval before bingo could be oper- 
ated."

' internal Revenue Service has also disallowed pub- 
lic relations advertising placed over a four-year period 
by the Timken Roller Bearing Company. This adver- 
tising discussed the Bill of Rights, Capitalism vs 
Socialism, principles of taxation; and other such mat- 
ter. 

- , In other words, Internal Revenue Service holds 
that advertising designed to sell products or services 
is a legitimate -business deduction— but that advertis- 
ing designed to maintain .an economic and political 
climate in which private enterprise may successfully 
produce those products and services is not. It is at- 
tempting to muzzle the right of people to speak their 
minds freely and without penalty — and, in doing that, 
to prevent other people from knowing and weighing 
both sides of controversies. 

If Internal Revenue Service's incredible stand is 
maintained, no one will be immune. Anyone may be 
faced with; the choice of accepting bureaucratic cen- 
sorship — or of paying a heavy penalty for exerting 
absolutely basic rights which are supposed to be 
guaranteed' by the Bill of Rights. This is one of the 
ways in which dictatorship begins.

the staff and other school business.) 
Office Staff Betsy Tear Arotmd— 

It's "business as usual" In the High! 
School off ice these last few weeks 
before the opening of a new school 
term. Vacations are a thing of the 
past, and the staff Is trying to insure 
that, every one of the 700 registered 
students .'will be 'placed ■ in the class 
of his choice for the seven periods 
of the school day/v; 'J-^/ -.'.'■> 

When school is dismissed in June 
for the summer vacation the first or- 
der of the. day consists of the -com- 
pilation of the numerous reports re- 
quired by the State of Illinois- 
Transportation and State Aid 
vCleJms^etc. The school Is- allowed 
'to claim a certain percentage of aid 
from* the state for each student, de- 
pending ion his attendance i n sch ool . 
This makes the keeping of very ac- 
curate attendance records a must. 
The school is not paid for the days 
a student is absent— nor on the basis 
of total enrollment. Officials m 
keep a record of every day a child is 
in attendance during the school year 
— 4t means money in 1 the. school's 
pock ets. - 

As soon as these reports are H»7 
ished and on their way, the adminis- 
trators begin to evaluate the teach- 
ers' inventories and « requisitions for 
material for the. coming year— also, 
of course, all the material and 
equipment necessary for operating 
the school. When these facts are 
known, bid lists are sent out to the 
careful study by the Board of Edu-* 
cation as to just what is absolutely 
necessary, and where to buy it, pur- 
chase orders are made up and sent' 
put. Bids are also asked of sup- 
pliers of fuel and milk, and a deci- 
sion made as to which company can 
supply the "most for the least." 
Select New Teachers — 

During this time, also, the job of 
lining up the staff for the coming 
year must be accomplished. - There 
are 66 teacher placement agencies 
in Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Iowa which are contacted in recruit- 
ing new and replacement teachers in 
the staff. The information goes out 
to all the agencies as to the type of 
position open, qualifications de- 
sired, etc. They, in turn, act as liai- 
son between our school ,and teach- 
ers who have listed their qualifica- 
tions and desires with them. When 
a teacher is interested in a posi- 



tion at our school, there is a series 
of correspondence with the Boar* 
of Education before a personal lit-; 
teryiew is arranged. 
Stove Money on Forms 

Along in July the administrators 
begin to organise their supply of 
forms, Most of the forms are made 
and duplicated right in the office, 
which is a great saving in money, 
Naturally they wouldn't be able to 
cto this if they didn't have good 
equipment to work with, Nlnefr-i 
five per cent of the corridor passes 
used during the year are issued by 
the office. Last year we used 60,000 
of this one form alone. -Dally at-; 
tendance/ sheets are kept; showing 
attendance for each^period of the 
day. Each teacher luts* a supply of at- 
tendance slips, which are collected 
each period. This daily informa- 
tion is transferred to an attendance 
card . file - at the end of each day. 
After every absence, the student 
must have an ' admittance ' form be- 
fore he is allowed to re-enter' his 
classes. These are made up in two 
colors— pes excused Wnd unexcused 
s. There are Innumerable 
forms— employee health forms 
which are sent out and must be 
filled in by each employee's doctor 
after examination each>year; loyalty 
oath form s for new employees, etc. 
FrepTre Teachers* Manuals 

Along with the duplicating, of 
forms comes the lengthy -job of the 
teachers' and students' .manuals. 
These manuals (one with informa- 
tion- for the students and one- for 
the teacher's guidance) are approxi- 
mately 30 pages of typewritten' ma- 
terial each, and every year some re- 
visions are made, and new stencils 
are cut. These, are mimeographed 
and the books are then assembled 
anil put together and are ready for 
distribution on the first day of 
school — to some 700 students and 
approximately 37 teachers. - _ 

AH this" should bring us up into, 
August — and our job of program- 
ming. The bulk of registration was 
done last spring, so we have an 
accurate knowledge of just what 
students will be with us in Septem- 
ber — and what subjects they wish to 
take. Assistant Principal Policy's 
job is to apportion the right num-

desires to cover, plus study 
lunch periods, etc., without 
loading the classrooms and teachers. 
When the material is ready tb ' gas 
each student's program Is typed, 
complete with locker assignment, 
auditorium seat and study halls. 

For -the first day of school, we 
will have letters of information for 
parents, teachers and students. Let- 
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ten have already been mailed to all 
parents of freshmen, concerning the 
physical examination required of all 
entering students. 

Of course the general run of busi- 
ness goes on too— summer as well 
as winter. Bills have to be paid, 
the employes have to be paid— ad 
infinitum, the extent of this can be 
read in the school treasurer's annual 
report. ; . * : i; ;'\. .

Illinois Tax Facts 



The 1957 General Assembly stif- 
fened the responsibility 'of Boards 
of Review in the matter of equaliz- 
ing assessed valuations between 
taxing districts, the Taxpayers' Fed- 
eration of Illinois said recently. 

For example, if assessments of 
property in one township of a county 
are made at full value, while in an- 
other township of that county, the 
same kind of property is assessed 
at a fractional percentage of its full 
value, it becomes the duty of their 
Board of Review, how in session, to 
adjust the assessed .values in these 
two townships so that both reflect 
the average percentage of assessed 



to full value throligh~6urthe^ountyT 
However, the Board may not in- 
crease or decrease the aggregate as- 
sessment of any assessment district, 
in any one year, by more than 25% 
of the equalized value of such dis- 
trict for the previous year, addi- 
tions and depletions excluded. 

The Board is now required, to re- 
port the result of its, equalization 
process to the Department of Rev- 
enue within 10 days .after adjourn- 
ment. Adjournment dates for 
Boards depend upon -county popu- 
lation: Up; to 50,000, September 7; 
from 50,000 to 75,000, Oct. 7; from 
75,000 to 100,000, Nov. 7; and for 
counties' over 100,000 population, 
Dec. 7.
